‘Gouging’ Scored 
By Bakery Workers 


“Certain doctors and hospitals in 
this area are really taking us on 


an expensive ride,” complained 
Henry Simpson to East Bay Labor 
Journal this week. 

Simpson, who is secretary of 
Bakery and Confectionery Work-) 
ers 125, said he was referring to)

WEEKS AMBITIOUS 


Is Secretary of Commerce Sin- 
clair Weeks still trying to bull his 
way into running the Labor De- 
partment as well as his own 
agency? That question is raised 
by an extraordinary interview 
which Weeks, professing to speak 
for the Administration, gave this 
week to the magazine U. S. News 
& World Report. 

Back in November, LABOR 
quoted reports that Weeks was 
trying to boss the Labor Depart- 
ment by assigning one of his sub- 
ordinates as a “watchdog” over it. 
Weeks denied the reports, but re- 
peatedly since he has attempted to 
shove aside the Secretary of Labor 
and dictate labor policy himself— 
on behalf of the Big Business ele- 
ments for whom he speaks. 

Now, in the extensive magazine 
interview, he calls for legislation 
which would have the Federal gov- 
ernment dictate virtually every 
strike vote in this country. Secre- 
tary of Labor Mitchell has been 
cool to the idea, so Weeks is in- 
jecting himself as its promoter.— 
Labor, Railmen’s Weekly.

The FBI reported the other day 
that bank embezzlements doublea 
between 1948 and 1953. It also said 
that last year it handled 17 percent 
more embezzlement cases than in 
the previous year. The cases in- 
volved loss of $612 million. And in 
47 of the biggest cases last year. 
27 of them involved management 
personnel, including presidents, 
vice-presidents, cashiers and man- 
agers,

Editorials 
TRIBUNE INSULTS THE JOBLESS 


Cheerful editorials in the big dailies about how we needn't 
worry about unemployment continue to be published. 

But Alameda County Welfare Director Samuel Thompson 
keeps bumping into unpleasant facts that those cheerful edi- 
torials don't seem to wipe away. 

Thompson told the Supervisors this week that the amount 


of money needed for relief will continue to climb during the|: 


next six weeks as workers who lost their jobs last fall exhaust 
their unemployment benefits and begin to need county aid. 

County Auditor Eugene Waring warned the Supervisors 
that the regular $1,247,638 relief appropriation for the 1953-54 
fiscal year has ben used up. Additional relief bills totaling 
$39,000 have piled up in his office to date, he added. - 

So with things expected to get worse during.the next six 
weeks as men and women unemployed since last fall exhaust 
their unemployment benefits, and with all the relief money 
used up and $39,000 already owed for relief, the Supervisors 
silently appropriated $250,000 from the special emergency 
reserve fund to finance more relief for the unemployed. 

And mind you, these really considerable amounts of money 


reduced the relief financial load around 20 or 25 percent! 
Why don't the big dailies which report quietly the facts 
about this rising relief problem—why don't they editorialize 
on these facts realistically and intelligently? As for their re- 
ports being quiet, the Oakland Tribune in its Tuesday issue 
buried the story of the transfer of a quarter of a million dol- 


ployed! Moreover, the Trib's story didn't even mention un- 
employment, speaking only of “the needy” “‘or the indigent.”. 

Meanwhile, Governor Knight still suspects this whole 
talk of unemployment is “just politics.’ That's why the alert 
elements in the AFL wish to put Richard Graves in his plate 
as Governor. Graves knows the score. 

And incidentally, we hope the voters in the Second Su- 
pervisorial District will elect Francis Dunn Jr. as their Super- 
visor in the June 8 election. It helps to have the Supervisors 
really understand the facts of life. 


‘Unemployment and the Stock Market 


“Defeatists Losing” was the headline over an Oakland 
Tribune editorial recently. The editorial was a weil-done 
Republican denunciation of ‘the prophets of gloom who have 
been preaching and predicting that the nation was sinking 
into the bog of a deadly recession.” 

So far so good. We'd be tickled pink~if Senator Mc- 
Carthy doesn't object to that adjective!—if things turn out 
well, and the present unemployment went no farther fast. 

But when our:Republican friend, to prove that things are 
fundamentally sound, cites rises in the stock market, and says, 
“Consider first the stock market, the most sensitive barometer 
of all,”’ then indeed we laugh. 

In reading our files while preparing the 28th Anniversary 
Editon of East Bay Labor Journal, we were once more vividly 
reminded of how the stock market went on booming right to 
the verge of that terrible crash which is thought of by most 
people as the beginning of the Great Depression. The files 
of East Bay Labor Journal for the year 1929 show that unem- 
jployment was spreading and the stock market was booming, 
and then—suddenly the boom busted. 

Fact is, stock brokers and gamblers in stocks aren't half 
so smart as they think they are. A lot of them found that out 
in those grim days of the big crash, and jumped out of tall 
buildings to find death the hard way on the sidewalk below.: 
We earnestly hope it won't turn out that way this time, but 
don't try to tell hardboiled labor people, the ones bearing the 
brunt of unemployment, that a booming stock market means 
chicken in the pot and a two-car garage for all, just around 
the corner! 

We turned that corner once, and it wasn’t so nice what 
we dumped into after we made the turn,

Of the above, 431 cases were 
solved by follow-up investigations} 
which resulted in most of the driv-| 
ers being convicted in Court. If thel 
general public would only secure 
license numbers and notify us, we 
would solve a great many more of 
these ‘cases than we are able to 
do at present. 


IF YOU ARE A WITNESS TO— 
OR A VICTIM OF A HIT AND 
RUN DRIVER—you can materi- 
ally assist your Police Department 
by obtaining as much information 
as possible at the accident scene. 
This includes: 1. Make of Vehicle, 
2. Color, 3. License, 4. Damage to 
the hit and run car. 5. Description 
of the hit and run driver, and 6. 
His direction of flight. 

The California Vehicle Code spe- 
cifically outlines the requirements 
demanded of a motorist involved 
in a property damage or an in- 
jury accident, This section is quot- 
ed as follows: “A driver involved 
in an accident must STOP at the 
accident scene, identify himself, 
and his vehicle, exhibit his oper- 
ator’s or chauffeur’s license on re- 
quest, and in case of injury to 
any person in the accident, shall 
render aid to such person includ- 
ing the carrying or making ar- 
rangements to carry such person 
to: a physician, surgeon or hos- 
pital.” In addition to the foregoing, 
most accidents require that a re- 
port be made to Police authori- 
ties. : 

Captain W. W. Vernon, Com- 
mander of the Oakland Police De- 
partment’s Traffic Division, sug- 
gests that in aiding any person, 
it is best to call an ambulance 
rather than your attempting to 
transport the victim. However, on 
the open road this service may not 
be immediately available and, ac- 
cording to law, you must the 
transport or make the necessary 
arrangements for the injured per- 
son to obtain medical assistance. 
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Dodge Plant Loss 
Data Is Reported 


The Dodge plant at San Leandro 
which is to be closed down has a 
production capacity of 282 pas- 
senger cars per week, but lately 
has been producing only 92; it has 
a production capacity of 80 trucks 
a week, but has been producing 
only 22. 

The Los Angeles plant with 
which the San Leandro facilities 
are to be consolidated has defense 
contracts which keep it going. 

Already there are 2900 members 
of CIO United Auto Workers laid 
off in East Bay, and more may be 
laid off soon at the Chevrolet 
plant. Many AFL workers in “feed- 
er plants” supplying accessory ma- 
terials and mechanisms are losing 
their jobs as part of this. 

Secretary Robert S. Ash report- 
ed the above facts to the Central 
Labor Council this week.
